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WORLD SERVICE COUNCIL 

Christ alone is sufficient to lead the world out of its present con- 
fusion. He has commissioned His Church to be His Messenger. World 
Service is the Church's expression of its message. The world is open 
for the delivery of our "good news." Expectant nations everywhere 
depend upon the Christians of America. Realizing our responsibility 
and opportunity our Conference World Service Council recommends: 

1. That the Conference World Service Council be authorized to 
arrange for an all-the-year-round cultivation and enlistment for World 
Service, including Conference-wide activities, the organization of Dis- 
trict World Service Councils, sub-district groups, and the carrying of 
this campaign of education to every local charge. We recommend that 
every Pastor use his local World Service Council in all possible ways 
in promoting the work of the local Church, including frequent World 
Service presentations by Laymen. 

2 We recommend that a simultaneous canvass, exclusively for 
World Service be made on or about December 13th on every Charge 
under District-wide plans and supervision, after careful preparation, 
using neighboring Pastors and Laymen where needed, both in the 
preparation and canvass. It is desired that in every Church all mem- 
bers be enlisted as World Service Supporters and that each bring his 
contribution to the Church weekly in envelopes provided for this 
purpose. 

3. We recommend that there be a separate World Service Treas- 
urer in the local Church, that monies subscribed for World Service be 
held as a sacred fund for this purpose only and be forwarded monthly 
to 740 Rush Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

4. We recommend that each Pastor present some phase of 
World Service to his people each month and that every Sunday School 
and Epworth League continually emphasize W r orld Service. 

5. We recommend that the World Service Council of each Dis- 
trict, in cooperation with the District Superintendent arrange a retreat 
for the Pastors of the District as early in the Conference year as 
possible, preferably before December 13th, exclusively for the frank 
discussion by our own Conference men of the present situation in the 
World and in the Church, with much prayer for the same.
